POOD MARKET 


(By Jamas WBkenan) 
“Negro, don’t let the sun w 
down on you in Comanche Coun 
ty,” was the wording of a sigr 
posted in this county many year 
ago, but the Import of that m et 
sage still is well known by the 
colored population in all parts o 
Texas. 
No negro has made his home It 
this county since 1866 and f<r 
years no rolored man dared tr 
cross the county even on a trip 
Now a few negro cotton picker' 
travel the highways through th 
county and Fometlraes a negrr 
chauffeur will stop here while r 
traveling salesman is selling hi* 
wars, but the darky usually re­ 
mains in the auto on all o c c a ­ 
sions and dares not attempt f 
conversation with any of the citi­ 
zens. 
Not only axe there no negroc 
in the county, but there are very 
few Mexicans. The whites are the 
descendants of those who have 
lived in Texas or the Southern 
States for years. 
Many may have forgotten the 
facts leading up to the expulsion 
of the nearo population of this 
county and may be led to believe 
that this action was the out­ 
growth of unreasonable preiudiee? 
and without just cause. W hether 
it was or not. however, old-timers 
such as Uncle Bailey Nabers and 
Tom Carnes say th a t two terrible 
tragedies so attrocious and com­ 
ing so near together, Justified the 
people in their attack upon these 
colored people in driving them 
out of the county. 
The first of these tragedies was 
the murder of the twin sons of 
Uncle Jack and Aunt Lucy Nabers. 
The Nabers were among the ear­ 
liest settlers in Comanche and 
none were more highly regarded. 
For years they had kept the town s 
principal hotel and to assist them 
about the place, they had em­ 
ployed a negro maid and a negro 
man. 
The colored man hired by Mr. 
and Mrs. Nabers was called “Old 
Mose.” He was considered harm ­ 
less and Inoffensive and had con­ 
siderable influence among the one 
hundred and fifty colored citizens 
of the town. 
One night early in 1886 without 
any known cause. Mose killed the 
negro maid and Uncle Jack and 
Aunt Lucy’s twin boys. Joe and 
Fleet. Mose then set fire to the 
hotel and fled into the woods. 
Almost every person in town 
joined the posse organized to find 
the fugitive and m attem pting to 
arrest the negTO he was shot and 
killed. Feeling ran high against 
the colored population and a mass 
meeting was held for the purpose 
of driving them out of the county, 
but the more conservative leaders 
and business men in town per­ 
suaded the leaders to disband and 
give the 
colored 
men 
another 
chance. 
Most of the negroes kept closely 
within their own part of town for 
the next few weeks and the feel­ 
ing was quieting down when the 
second of these tragedies happen­ 
ed in the De Leon section in the 
north end of the county. 
In August of 1886. Ben Stephens 
left his farm on Rush Creek for 
Comanche, 
some 
twelve 
miles 
south. “Nigger Tom,’’ a big black 
about 21 years of age was working 
for him. He too had a reputation 
among the whites and the colored 
**s being a hard worker and a good 
boy. 
While Stephens was in town, 
this colored youth took a single 
barrel, muzzle-loading shot gun 
and shot and killed Sallie, the 
young wife of Stephens in the 
presence of her three young chil­ 
dren. 
A few* hours later. Uncle Zack 
Hulsey, who was Mrs. Stephen’s 
father, decided to vint his daugh­ 
ter. Mrs. Stephens had been shot 
while she was in the lot and the 
children had attem pted to drag 
her body into the house, but had 
only succeeded in getting it part 
of the way in when their grand­ 
father arrived. 
After carrying his daughter’s 
body into the hous?. Mr. Hulsey 
organized a posse comprising of

he killer. The fugitive’« tracks 
vere followed eastward through 
>nion Valley and the country wa* 
searched for toilec around, but no 
race could be found that day oi 
he missing negro. 
Late in the afternoon, however, 
he posse crossed over into la s t 
and Cnuniy and found the mi«s- 
ng colored youth hiding in a live 
mk grove. He was captured and 
.rough! back to the scene of the 
'rime, whex? he admi’tcd th at hr 
had done the shooting. 
He was kept all night in thf 
Stephen’s bain under heavy guard. 
All during the next day hundred* 
if men. women, and children came 
from all parts of the county to 
,he Stephens home to see the 
5risoner and to demand that he 
properly punished. Uncle Bailey 
Nabers. one of the witnesses, taid 
Some of the people wanted tr 
burn the negro alive and sought 
such permission from Uncle Zack 
Hulsey, but Mr Hulsey is reputed 
to have replied 
“No, boys, ju*» 
take his life." 
After the negro had been hang­ 
er! to a postoak tree near the farm 
home and was pronounced dead 
his body was taken down and was 
burled in a crude grave n early 
One of the men then got into a 
wagon. Nabers said, and suggested 
going 
over 
to 
Comanche 
and 
forming an organization to drive 
all of the negToes out of the coun­ 
ty. 
The suggestion was adopted at 
the mass meeting held a t the 
court house and the details of the 
plan were adopted and carried 
out without further violence. 
Citizens throughout all parts of 
the county firmly and positively 
ordered the negroes to leave, giv­ 
ing them a certain time to dis­ 
pose of their property. 
In De Leon a plank was nailed 
upon a post with the incrlption. 
“Negro, don’t let the sun go down 
on you in Comanche County.” 


General Santa Anna 
Died 
In 
Poverty 


(By W T. Carley) 
Antonio Lopez de Santa Anna, 
.«elf-styled “Napoleon of the W est” 
though not a Texan, played an 
important role in the annals of 
Texas history, and deserves a place 
in these historical sketches. 
Bom of pure-blooded Spaniards, 
Santa Anna first saw the light of 
day in Jalapa, Mexico. June 13. 
1792. At the age of 14 he became 
a cadet ttached to a regiment of 
Spanish soldiers at Vera Cruz, 
and 
started 
his 
long 
military 
career. 
At 29 he had seen 11 years of 
active military service and due to 
his peculiar m anner of impressing 
hi« 
superior 
officers, 
enjoyed 
steady promotions. 
At 32 he assumed the presi­ 
dency of Mexico, and between 
1824 and 1851 was president of the 
Southern Republic on seven dif­ 
ferent occasions. 
At 44 he brought his invading 
army to Texas. For a short time 
held the future of the Southwest 
in his hands, but on the field of 
San Jacinto was ingloriously de­ 
feated in the Sixteenth Decisive 
Battle of History. 
He lived for 40 years after the 
San Jacmto loss, and during his 
last exile in 
1872. penned hi* 
memoirs.
